Back Many Ye ars

The (tfdete human bcmes te the 
United States can now be seen at 
the Peabody Museum in Harvard. 
The spirit that clothed these brittle 
tones in warm and loving ftesii gave 
up the ghote 100,000 years ago. That 
wa* M.064 B, C This teurdy gentle­ 
man. Neanderthal by name, lived In 
Palestine, where war to still raging, 
and there he was gathered to his 
fathers. He slept quietly for 99.9S(» 
years. 
FBurteen years ago 
his 
retocs were dug up by thoee who love 
to look at skulto. The bones were 
breuitot te London. 
There, rep o smg te the Rmnj Col­ 
lege (tf Surgeons, they were bombed 
to a war to save ctvü iaatten. But. 
betof very duraWe, they have now 
been brocqfht to America, aometteies 
known as "Newdeaiand" to authori­ 
ties on peogre« . 


No Oae Know» How He Died 


How he died, no on* knows. It to 
likely that he was kilted to a stnig- 
gte for htmttog grounds, which we 
modems call “Lebenaraum** or geo- 
polltik. I am sure he did not die to 
vain. 
Some great came p o ssessed 
hto soul at the last moment. Prob­ 
ably women wept, and an toatioD 
was pronounced upon hto courage aa 
Pericles did over those who died in 
the Peloponnesian War 97,623 years 
later. 
Or was hto fl(ah so mangled aa to 
be unrecc^izabte, and so he became 
the wtwld’s first Unknown Soldier? 
Who knows? Ttore to no way to tell. 
What the war in which he died 
was called has escaped the htotw- 
ians, 
But it was without doubt 
fought for some great purpose, even 
though the purpoee was forgotten 
99,993 years ago, seven year* after 
he feU. 


Peace Conference Probably Held 
When those bones left their tene­ 
ment of clay, CO doubt the survivors 
entered Into a peace conference and 
wrote a TYeaty of Perpetual Peace. 
Way back then, accoixling to Have­ 
lock ¡aito, it was the custcon in many 
tribes, for the generous victors to 
give reparatkms to the loresa on the 
ground that the loeers peeded repar- 
atictes the most. 
To os civihxed 
Twentieth Century men this practice 
to recognized as ktfpcai. 
our 
peacemakers now insist on the wto- 
neis getting all the reparation« . 
This makes ancrther war inevitable 
where another generatkm of gen- 
eimls and statesmen csan win great 
reputations and have monument« 
erected to them fto causing 20,- 
000,000 more skeletotto to enrich 
their mother earth.

third Test Of Atomic Bomb 


Ma y Not Be He ld Ne xt Ye a r

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29—The Ihlrti 
test of the atoinie bomb, whfeh waa 
scheduled ter aomc a nte iMxt year, 
may have been provtd supearfluoa« 
by what th« first two t« « ta hav» 
taught. 
The practiea} vatet of detoeattog 
a bomb ijOPO feet undar the sea la 
beghming to be doubtMl. 
in the 
first place. It is quetetonable wbether 
any sure way can be devteed foe sua- 
pendtof a botnb that can be aet off 
at siKdi greett depth, 
itet, more 
than this, it te beftnnlng to be rec­ 
ognised that even if a botnb were 
touched off at» S,fiOO feet below the 
surface, it would hardly pmve that 
targets te the future would be ex­ 
actly to similar spots. 
Ships are too mobile to remain to 
ate? ate« very kmg. and tt would 
hardly seem ponibte that II a bomb 
• were detonated at 3,000 feet under­ 
sea tt would prove that su(te a 
weapon could be pul to use against 
moving fleets. 
The statkmary targets used te the 
tcets received all 
damage that 
the atomic bomb can inflict from a 
comparatively kiw depth, and this 
1s sufficient to tndicat* what the 
bomb can do from an underwater 
explo6ion 
With the data gathered 
on the dropping of an atomic bomb 
fitwa the air and detonation to rel­ 
atively shallow water, all the infor­ 
mation needed to redesign ftiips mid 
ftfure out what deierae, tf any, to 
available te now at hand. 


Tests Are C« tely 


The atomic bomb tests, moreover, 
tstke a kn of personnel and ship« 
and consume the time of top-rank­ 
ing officers. Unless a test has an 
assured value, it does not warrant 
all the expense and time given to It. 
There te a feeling here that tlw 
atomic bomb tests should not be 
continued unless they are going to 
be of some immediate value. Untess 
some purpose (am be served, there Is 
a dispoettton not to flaunt the bomb 
before other nations. 
T5.e trend, therefore, now te to­ 
ward the eUminaUoti ol the third 
test for aU the reasons roentkxied 
above, but, 12 to the examination of 
data by the research men any prac­ 
tical value can be seen for a third 
test, there would not be the slight­ 
est hesitation to order such a test. 
To expkxie the atomic bomb at 
3.000 feet underwater requires an 
apparatus which can contain the 


bomb and ya t afford so» » matlwd 
of detonating it that to amrn . Onee 
ata^ a bomb to exploded, R wotdd 
be dtfficutt to make gure that Htfpe 
on the surface wOuM be to Hie exact 
spot needed for the expetbnent. 
Altogether them has bMSi raueh 
learned already fitim 
th e saemd 
tost about the way an atomic bomb 
behavto under water. It was o« i- 
ducted under Ideal condition« vrtitote 
Miowed the dama|^ to hulls as well 
as the extent of radloectfvfty. Cer- 
taii^' s bomb at a greater depth 
than that used to the Mteond tost 
could not tell any mat* than the 
second test did. and the naval (tffi- 
oers of the world would be inclined 
to say that no means of detematioo 
to actual warfare has be« » or could 
be devteed which would not also in­ 
jure the ship that drofq;>ed its cable 
overboard o r tried to carry the bomb 
to some depth below shipa 


May Develop Dcf<mse 


It to quite eoncetvable that. In­ 
stead of underwater exploskins. some 
means of using the atomic bomb to 
guided missiles either above the 
water or on its surface may be used. 
But the first and second test* al­ 
ready ten what damage could be 
done b y deUmation of the bomb 
dose to the targets. 
Whether a defense against the 
atomk bomb will ever be devised 
remains to the realm of the specu­ 
lative, but It to noticeable here that 
since the first and second teats there 
to mere confidence to the ultimate 
developnent of a d efen se than there 
was after the two bcanbs were drop­ 
ped on Japan. 
It has been apparent, too. that 
thoae who desigQ ships believe that 
they will be atee to overcome to fu­ 
ture oooabruction some of the 
111- 
effects of the atomic bomb. It would 
seem that the dangta* of radloacUvlty 
to human life to of far moiy eoncem 
now than the ability of the designers 
to use msterlalB or so arrange for 
their coverage as to mitigate toe 
effects (tf toe atomic bomb. In the 
field of scienca however, the study 
of radioactivity may lead to some 
countervailing substance that might 
neutralise 
the 
radioactivity

short, the information derived from 
the first and second teste to adequate 
for all practical purpoaes, and that 
to why a third teat for next year 
seanos improbable.

For hours this summer I have 
sat and rested under the canopy 
of the sky, with my eyes following 
every change of hght and color—- 
a veritable carpet of imrteate and 
massed designs,

ing their silken lines as though spun 
for the purpose of beauty alone 
Then there are great formations 
that resemble great puff-balto of 
fleecy cotton, then through it all 
wUl come ste-eams of golden light, 
as though sugge<itlng the changing 
of partners for tJ» next dance in 
the sky—and aU so sm(» thly done 
and with utter silence. 
Nothing is more fascinattng tlian 
this look into a cloudy sky on a 
summer day.

Third Test Of Atomic Bomb 


May Not Be Held Next Year 


By DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, Aug 29—-The third 
test at the atomic bomb, which was 
scheduled for some time next year. 
may have been proved superfluous 
by what the first two tests have 
taught. 
The practical value af detonating 
a bomb 3,000 feet under the sea Is 
beginning to be doubted 
In the 
first place, ft is questionable whether 
any sure way can be devised for sus­ 
pending a bomb that can be aet off 
at such great depth 
But. more 
than this, It is beginning to be rec­ 
ognised that even if a bomb were 
touched off ak Shoo feet below the 
surface It would hardly prove that 
targets in the future would be ex­ 
actly In similar spots 
Ships are too mobile to remain in 
any are* very long. and it would 
hardly seem possible that lf a bomb 
• were detonated at 3.000 feet under­ 
sea It would prove that such a 
weapon could be put to use against 
moving fleet* 
The stationary targets used In the 
teats received all the damage that 
the atomic bomb can inflict from a 
comparatively low depth, and this 
is sufficient to tadicate what the 
bomb can do from an underwater 
explosion 
With tire asia gathered 
on the dropping of an atomic bomb 
from the air and detonation in rel­ 
atively shallow water, a1! the infor­ 
mation needed to redesign ships and 
figure out what defense if any, is 
available is now at hand 


Tests Are rattly 


The atomic bomb tests, moreover 
take a Jot of personnel and ships 
and consume tire time of top-rank­ 
ing officers. 
Unless a test has an 
assured value, it does not warrant 
all the expense and time given to It. 
There is a feeling bere that tire 
atomic bomb tests should not be 
continued unless they are going to 
be of some immediate value. Unless 
score purpose can be saned, there is 
a disposition not to flaun' tire bomb 
before other nations. 
The trend, therefore now Is to­ 
ward the e lim ma lion of the third 
test for all the reasons mentioned 
above, but. ii in the examine ion of 
data by the research men any prac­ 
tical value can be seen for a third 
test, there would not be the -light­ 
est hesitation to order such a test. 
To explode tire atomic I: mb at 
3.000 fee; underwater requ re* an 
apparatus which can cont* re the 


bomb and yet afford nom# method 
of detonating it that is sure. Once 
such a bomb Is exploded It would 
be difficult to make sure that ships 
on the surface would be In the exact 
spot needed for the experiment 
Altogether these ha* been much, 
learned already from the second 
test about the way an atomic bomb 
behaves under water. 
It was con­ 
ducted under Ideal conditions which 
showed the damage to hulls aa well 
as the extent of radioactivity Cer- 
tainh a bomb at a greater cep th 
than that used ta the second test 
could not tell any more than the 
second test did. and the naval offi­ 
cers (rf the work! would be inclined 
to say that no means of detonation 
in actual warfare has been or could 
be deviled which would not also In­ 
jure the ship that dropped Its cable 
overboard or tried to carry the bomb 
to some depth below ships. 


May Develop Defense 


It is quite conceivable that, in­ 
stead of underwater explosion*, some 
means of using the atomic bomb ta 
guided missiles either above the 
water or on its surface may be used 
Bul the first and second tests al­ 
ready tell what damage could be 
done by detonation (rf the bomb 
close to the target*. 
Whether a defense against the 
atomic bomb will ever be devised 
remain* In tire realm of the specu­ 
lative but It Is noticeable here that 
since the first and second teats there 
1s more confidence In the ultimate 
development of a defense than there 
was after the two bombe were drop­ 
ped on Japan. 
It has been apparent, too that 
those who design ships believe that 
they will be able to overcome re fu­ 
ture construction some of tire til­ 
er fee ta of the atomic bomb. It would 
seem that the danger of radioactivity 
to human life Is of far more concern 
now than the ability of the designers 
to use material* or so arrange for 
their coverage as to mitigate the 
effects of the atomic bomb. In the 
field of science, however, the study 
of radioactivity may lead to some 
countervailing substance that might 
neutralise 
the 
radioactivity 
In 
short the information derived front 
the first and second tests is adequate 
for all practical purpose*, and that 
is why a third teat for next year 
reeme improbable.
